an Evil as that of Starving, provided it be no con- 
fiderable Difadvantage to his Creditors; and 2dly. 
that a Return of Gratitude is little other than Pay- 
ment of a Debt; and that, tho’ the kindnefs re- 
ceiv’d were a Voluntary Donation, yet in {ome re- 
(pect the Generofity of the Giver Enhances the Ob- 
ligation. Whence it naturally follows, thar, tho’ 
we are Involv'd in Debr, we mzy_ procedé*turther 
mn Our Kindnels to a Friend, that has obligd us, 
than to a Stranger, Cra cominon acquaintance on 
ly. | 

Q. How do you reconctic St. Panl’s recommendation 
of Perpetual Virginity to that Command of Gad to 
Noah and bis Sons, Encreate and Multiply 2 

A. We mutt freely own, that both Jews and 
Gentiles lookt upon themfelves as under an Obli- 
gation to Encreale and Multiply their Species. The 
former fromthe very Precept, you propofe, thoughr 
it Unlawful to continue in a Virgin State beyond 
the Age of Twenty. Nay, they proceeded fo far 
as to declare, that to remain Unmarried longer 
than the foremeniucnd time vertually implied the 
Sinof Homicide, Lycurgus (that famous Lacede- 
monian Lawgiver ) made it one of his Laws, thar 
Batchelors atrer fuch an Age fhou'd be forbid ro be 
Spectators of the Publick Games. Plato (that Di- 
vine Philolopher) Pronounces the foremention’d 
Perfons unworthy of any honour ata!l, tho’ St. Pau! 
in effet declares them to be Wirthy »f Boub!e ho- 
nour, We learn from one of Martial’s Epigrams, 
that in His time the Father of Three Children was 
honour’d with a Peculiar Privilege ; which was 
tucrefore call’d, Zur Trium Liberosum, But Not- 
withflanding fach Authority, which we have been 
free toown, thule words to aud his Sons 
are fairly reconcileable with Sr, Paul's Advice. And 
this we {hall Evince by the fubiequenr Particulars.

of Inconvenience from the Virginity of fo very 
Few, comparatively fpeaking, as he fore.knew, 
wou'd be willing to follow his advice. If there- 
fore we Live in a Country, where the Inhabitanrs 
are too Scanry to make 1 Flourifh ; or obferve, 
that fuch Numbers engage in a Virgirf-ftate, as 
in all Probability will Depopolace our Country, 
we are under an Obliganon Nor ro follow that

{tances has no manner of Regard ro Us, 
Some will have it, that Sc. Paul's Recommenda-

modation between the Pope and the Emperor, which 
are now Vanifhed ; and that their Letters from Ro- 
magna advile, that the Count de Taun is making 
the neceflury Dilpofitions in order to March direét- 
ly to Rome; with all the‘Imperial Troops under his 
command, except fuch aS are to continue the Riock- 
ade of Ferrara and Fort Urbano ; !

want of Provifions, which are grown very learce ; 
that their Advices from Rome are, that all things 
in that City are in great coatufion, and thae thelr 
Apprehenfions are extremely encreas'd, fince they have 
had advice, that the Prince of Darinftadt, with 7005 
Men from Naples, is arrivd at San Ger:nano on the 
“rontiers ot the Ecclefiaftical State, in order to Joyn 
the Count de: ‘aun before Kone ; That their 
are fome Advices which fay, that maay are ol 
Opinion, that the Threats of the Minifters of Spain 
and France have retatded the Accommodation with 
the fimperor ; and that the Pontut wijl delay at, till 
the Imperial Troops are in fight of Rome, that the 
iwo Crowns may be fatished, that he has held oue 
to the laft Extremity. That from the rlague Jan. 25th. 
they write that the Duke of Marlborough and @rince 
Hieene, with the Earl of Albermarle , Major Gene- 
rall Cadogan, and fome other Perfons of Note, 
fer out the 19th from Bruflels, and the 13th. ar. 
civd there, that their Highnefles had feveral Con- 
ferences with the Deputies of the States, ahout the 
Operations of the Nexce Campaign, and Prince’ Eu- 
gene having concerted every thing with them, fet 
out the 2oth. for Vienna ; and chat he 1s to re- 
turn with all poffible {peed ; and that they hear, 
that Great Britain and their Republjick, are to take 


into their pay, 8000 Saxons, and 5900 Pruflians ; 


and that the Minifters of Denmark, Mecklenburgh, 
and fome others, offer likewile fome Regiments from 
their refpective Mafters: That a Gentleman 1s ar- 
rived there trom Barcelona, with Lerters from King 
Charles, whereby his Majefty makes prefling Inftan.
